And inasm uch ms con­ 
sistent spraying of potatoes with 
Bordeaux mixture will 
vastly in­ 
crease tuber yields at the same time 
it prevents late blight, quadruple 
benefits are thereby attained—po­ 
tato blight is greatly reduced, pota­ 
to yields increased, tuber quality is 
improved, 
and

fungi to tomatoes is curtailed 
It appears probable th a t tomato 
blight .spreads northward from early 
southern growing regions, as 
oc­ 
curred in 1946 and again in 1947, by 
spores blown along by the wind. But 
of course, northern growers who buy 
southern-grown tom ato plants may 
expect dangers from this source. 
There are four m ain methods oi 
reducing or controlling late blight 
of tomatoes. They are: 
1. Rotate
